ostpblishcs ps a fact that tho British soldior concornod. was a 
prisoner of war, entitlod to be treated as such, at tho tino ho was 
killed. 

22. (a) Tho Court does hot accopt tho ovidonco of tho wit- 

noss L3V3H3IEE ps sufficient to establish as a'fact the killing of 
a prrntroopor at approximately 0230 hours on 6th June, 194 k, though 
tho Court considers that this ovidenco was given by tho witnoss 
honestly pnd rocordod what ho thought ho had soon. 

(b) In Ms first ovidenco-(page 1 of Exhibit "3") the 
witnoss stp.tos that he wrs 150 notres fron the English soldior who 
wps 150 notros fron the Gornan. Tho incident was soon by moonlight 
and the witnoss did not boo pny dead body, at close quertors, till 
ho took the witnoss D3SHUES to Point "3" on Exhibit "34" covoral 
hours letor. The Court accopts Ms first ovidonco ns recording tho 
witnoss 1 s original rocolloction of i/hct ho had soon and, notwith¬ 
standing tha.t ho varied his accQUnt when ro-exaaiqdd on tho spot., 
concludes that no paratrooper was killod on this occasion nnd that 
the body soon lator was that of the paratrooper killod botwoon 
0500 hours and 0530 hours, 

(c) Hegarding tho statement by tMs witness (prge 1 of 
Exhibit " 6 ") that ho saw one English soldier killed boMnd the 
Chateau, in viov: of tho subsequent ovidonco givon by this witness 
on tho spot, tho Court lc. satisfied that tho word "Chateau" is a 
mistpke for tho word ""stablos".

M, ALBERT DESRUES vrao eallod on hio former oath, and, boing askod 
to conduct the Erooidont to tho placo whoro tho first paratroop 
whon ho saw was whon shot, conducted tho President to a spot clo'so 
to position »B" on Exhibit *E4* but slightly further fron the spot 
narkod *A" on that Exhibit, Asked to say whore ho was standing 
hinsclf at tho tine* ho conducted tho Prosident to tho cbor between 
tho kitchen and the dairy, which door is narkod "C* on Exhibit ■B5*. 

Fron this spot tho scono of tho killing, os indicated by tho witness, 
cannot bo soon, Witnoss then explained that he did not actually soe 
tho paratroop shot at all* but heard tho shot. Ho said that ho and 
tho witnoss LEVEHRIER then walkod along tho front of tho building 
in which nro tho kitchen and dairy until ho could see tho placo where 
tho paratroop had boon shot and then went up to hin, The paratroop 
was lying on tho ground, still holding his stool helnot in his hand. 

He said tho paratroop was shot in tho forehead over tho right cyo, 
tho bullet coning out at the back of tho head, 

Dosrucs was thon uskod to say whoro tho second paratroop when 
ho saw was shot and to go to the placo, Witness took tho Court in at 
tho noin outran co of tho Chateau (narked B, A* ; oAAExhib^t -*.B3* ; i'and out 
at tho back of tho Chateau and indicated a spot soven yards fron the 
Chatecu Trail and at right onglos to tho back of tho roon, tho window 
of which is shown on Exhibit »E5" as »B", Tho approximate position 
of this spot is shown by an "X" narked »E* on diagram 1 on tho 
onlargcncnt showing Horouvillotto taken fron 1:25000 GSGS4347 Shoot 
40/16 NV7, boing Exhibit *0", Witness wan then asked to say where ho 
was standing hinsclf at tho tine, and took tho president to a placo 
covcnty-one yards away fron the placo of tho shooting and in a line 
from the wost ond of tho Chateau, along a gardon path through an open 
doorway in the gardon wall, to a point whoro four garden paths cross, 

Tho qproximto position of this spot is shown by* an "X* narkod *F* on 
tho said diagran, Rrossod, tho witnoss roitornt;od that this was tho 
socond shooting that ho saw and that the tine of? tho shooting was 
approximately oight o*olook to eight-thirty in tsho naming. He said 
that ho had not soon tho body of this paratroop after the shooting. 

Ho had got to this placo (narked *F* on tho diagran) by going rcund 
tho wost corner of tho Chatoau md passing through a gardon ontranoo 
four yards south of the crossing of tho garden peaths, 

line, MARIE VOLQSZIN was called on her formot* oath, Tho President 
adeed witnoss where sho was standing whon she satw tho shooting of 
tho first paratroop mentioned in her evidenoo. Sho placed herself 
in the ontranoo door to tho dairy whioh is markatd *B* on Qdribit 
•IS*. Sho dirootod ono of tho party to a spot past tho cornor of 
tho steblcs (shown on Exhibit *B4*) whore oho sa.id tho paratroop was 
whon sho saw hin shot. This spot corresponds cxenctly with tho spot 
narkod "B" on Exhibit "E4" and is visiblo fron telxio dairy door. Tho 
diotanoo is approxinatoly seventy yards, 

Witnoss was then askod to say whoro sho was whon the socond 
paratroop mentioned by hor in her ovidonoo wa3 ©hot. She took up a 
position in front of the door between tho kitchcsn door and tho dairy 
doccr, and said that she wa3 just inside that door looking out from 
it. This door is shown on Exhibit "RS" and theixo narked "C". Sh° 
said that sho aaw tho witnoss Dcsrucs follow theo paratroop towards 
tho placo whoro ho was shot, tut that Dosrucs wcas stopped by the 
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EXHI BIT Ho, l r .. ! 

Germans and told to stay where he was, namely under the trees on the 
"C3t side of tho Chateau entrance. These trees aro sheen on Exhibit 
"Bl". She was then asked to walk to tho place wlicro the paratreor 
was shot. She walked to a spot four yards immediately in front and 
30uth of the second door in tho stables cast of the Chateau. This 
opot is narked "E" on Exhibit "31". The diotanco between point *C" 
and point "E" is approximately sixty-six yards. She stated definitely 
that this second paratroop did not enter the Chateau building. Sho 
said that thi3 paratroop was shot about six o'clock in tho nomine* 

■’(hen questioned, 3hc added tl.at the first paratroop she had 3ccn 
was shot soon after day-break, shortly after fivo o'clock. She did 
not know where the soccnd paratroop seen by her was buried, but bin 
body was nc longer thoro about an hour after tho shootis^.'Sho said 
that the body of tho first paratrocp sho had seen remixed where 
he had been shot for a few days. Sh 3aid she know nothin:; cf any 
other paratroop bein'; shot at the back of the Chateau and. in any 
ease did not 3ce it. She said, that oho left the fart: about ax Lour 
after the sheeting of tho second parati’cop she had seen, as the 
neighbourhood was full of G„rr:nr.s and paratroops and she did not think 
it healthy.

Ho a-reed tl.at he had accompanied the witness Dosrucs to see the 
dead bcd; r of a paratroop who hacl been shot at the spot marked "E" 
on Exhibit "By, but said that De3ru-c did not see tho shooting. 

Ko said that it was the body of a paratroop when he had seen shot 
during the night of tho 5th/6th Juno, by moonlight, and that in the 
morning at about seven o'clock he had taken Dcsiues to see the body. 
■Jitnoss then guided the Court vast the. entrance to the stables 
(uhw.ro he halted to say that ho had been seeing to the horses) and, 
going on to the further corr.-r of the building (shown on Exhibit 
"By), eaid that he was sta. ding at that corner when ho saw the 
paratroop shot, he then walk-d about twenty-twc yards up the cart- 
track leading from the stables, to tho point marked *3" cn Exhibit 
"By, and said that the paratroop was killed fere. Tie cart-track 
i3 shown on Exhibit "C" and is marked "cart track". Ko stated that 
this paratroop ms approaching the Chateau from the direction of 
same buildings furtl _r scutli and that at the time that he was shot 
the paratroop was ir. front and to tho west of a circular building used 
to exercise horses, referred to in the evidence as tho menage, Thi3 
circular building i3 shewn cn 3aid.Exhibit "C" and there narked "IS".
